The applicants' proposed amendment to claims 1 , 1 1 , 20 and 32 changes the scope of these independent claims by combining the 
limitations in previous claim 2 ("the levels of trust include levels that are representative of trusted, semi-trusted, and untrusted") 
and further adding new limitations ("wherein the levels of trust include levels that are representative of trusted, which has no restrictions to 
the build process, semi-trusted, which has restrictions to the build process and untrusted, which causes the build process to fail") that have 
not been previous considered. Moreover, claims 1 and 11 are further amended by changing "the one or more build entities are each 
associated with one or more levels of trust" to "wherein a developer associated the one or more build entities with one or more levels of 
trust". Therefore, further consideration of the prior arts of record and possibly further search would be required in order to fairly determine 
patentability of the proposed claims. 
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
